Romulus Cory Elementary 
School is the first of the five city 
elementary schools to test the 
new Latch-Key program, 
which is geared to help stu- 
dents whose parents work be- 
fore and after school hours. 

A number of Romulus pa- 
rents have been asking for the 
program, according to Latch- 
Key Coordinator Kathy Dar- 
nell. 

“The program has already 
been instituted at Cory, and the 
rest of the elementary schools 
will begin the program hopeful- 
ly by this coming September,” 
Darnell said. “The program 


runs from 7 a.m. until9:30 a.m. 
and 3:30 p.m. until 6 p.m. Mon- 
day through Friday. ” 

Students first through sixth 
grade are eligible for the prog- 
ram. Darnell said a recent sur- 
vey initiated by the elementary 
schools requesting whether or 
not parents wanted such a 
program which prompted the 
organization of Latch-Key. 

“We received a very good re- 
sponse,” Darnell said. “We 
have a person who comes in at 
the designated times and plans 
activities with the children. 
The students can do personal 
work if they want to or can join 
in the activities.” 

A snack is provided in the 
afternoon. A good mix of quiet 


time and activities are plan- 
ned, according to Darnell. 

“Parents don’t worry as 
much about their children with 
this type of program,” Darnell 
said. “We provide a very safe 
and friendly environment.” 

The limit on the number of 
children allowed in the prog- 


ram depends on the space 
available. Cost for the program 
depends on the length of time 
needed for each child, accord- 
ing to Darnell. 

“It really depends on how 
long each child needs to stay at 
the school,” Darnell said. 
“There is a discount if a family 


has more than one child with 
the program.” 

The Latch-Key program has 
licensed individuals working 
with the children. Darnell said 
the need for such a program 
has definitely grown in the 
1990s. 

“Parents need to know there 
is a relatively safe place for 
their children to stay when they 
are at work,” Darnell said. 
“There are more single house- 
holds today or homes where 
both parents are working so 
this program is definitely in 
need.” 

Parents are responsible for 
dropping and picking up their 
child. Anyone interested in the

roof

Romulus councilmembers 
and Mayor Beverly McAnally 
tried Feb. 4 to help a resident 
with a 10-year-old home repair 
problem. 

In spring 1980, resident Polly 
Lopez received $4,500 worth of 
home repair assistance 
through Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant Funds. The 
money was used to repair the 
carpet, drywall and heating 
facility in the home as well as a 
roof replacement, according to 
John Pollick, director of com- 
munity development division. 

On Feb. 4, Lopez approached 
councilmembers for help, stat- 
ing the repairs in 1980 were not 
made to her satisfaction. 

“They were supposed to fix 
my house and they didn’t fix it,” 
Lopez said. “In 1989, it rained in 
my house, and it leaked. In 1987, 
I called (Jeffrey) Martell for 
another grant after my husband 
died. Mr. Martel said he would 
fix it. 

“They gave me a $3,000 grant 
and said it would cost $3,700 for 
the repairs. I paid the $700. I 
told him when they take the 
roof off, I want an open inspec- 
tion." 

Lopez explained to the coun- 
cilmembers her roof is still not 
complete. Recently, a loan was 
made against Lopez’s house for 
$4,400, she said. 

“My roof is leaking and all 
my walls are cracked,” Lopez 
said. “I just don’t think I’ve 
had justice.” 

Martell updated the council 
on the Lopez incident. All the 
house problems have been 
taken care of, according to 
Martell.

Some individuals, however 
must travel for business pur- 
poses. Romulus Uniglobe Cour- 
tesy Travel on Merriman Road 
presented a seminar Jan. 30 on 
the issue of terrorism and what 
cautious steps need to be taken 
for the business traveler. 

About 75 percent of its busi- 
ness is in corporate travel, 
according to Uniglobe Region- 
al President Geraldine 
Mclnerney. 

“It is our obligation to give 
our clients access to informa- 
tion that, frankly, can save 
their lives,” Mclnerney said. 

Keynote speaker was Margot 


Fox, who has been a contractor 
with the U.S. State Department 
for the past 10 years. Fox 
served as an escort officer and 
interpreter. Her experiences 
includes security briefings and 
anti-terrorism programs. She 
has traveled to more than 60 
countries. 

“A higher level of awareness 
of security issues is essential 
for the personal safety of the 
business traveler," Fox said. 

Romulus Emergency Man- 
agement representative Mar- 
garet LeDue gave a brief over- 
view of the seminar. 

“Security is tighter in nation- 
al and international airports,” 
LeDuc said. “Uniglobe offi- 
cials gave safety hints to peo- 
ple traveling abroad.” 


Some of the hints included 
warning travelers not to leave 
any baggage behind to be pick- 
ed up at a later date. It’s best to 
take all baggage when leaving 
the airport, according to Un- 
iglobe representatives. 

“It was recommended to get 
the necessary medical insur- 
ance that will cover the indi- 
vidual overseas," LeDuc said. 
"They also mentioned looking 
into getting kidnap insurance. 
Some airlines may restrict in- 
dividuals carrying laptop com- 
puters or hair dryers.” 

If traveling abroad, Uniglobe 
representatives recommend 
having small bills of the cur- 
rency of destination for taxi 
fares or for small emergencies. 

“Don’t trust anyone who 


asks to drive you somewhere, 
you just don't know who the 
person is or what they are talk- 
ing about,” LeDuc said "It’s 
recommended travelers be 
familiar with the local cus- 
toms. Put the passport in the 
hotel safe and carry a picture 
of yourself instead.” 

Other safety tips include: 

• Don't carry the camera on 
board, pack it in the suitcase. 

• Important papers should be 
packed away in the suitcase. 

• Carry enough cash in order 
to buy a plane ticket home in 
case of an emergency. 

• Make sure the passport 
doesn’t expire. 

• Carry the necessary visas. 

• Don't give your itinerary to 
many people. 


• Try and blend in with the 
dress of the country so as not to ' 
stand out 

“The representatives men- • 
tioned it's a good idea to check 
where the American Embassy 
is wherever the person is 
traveling,” LeDuc said. 
"Know which doctors you can 
contact and the political situa- 
tion of the country you are 
traveling to.” 

Besides representatives 
from l T niglobe. other speakers 
on terrorism included Fred 
Huston, head of security for 
Northwest Airlines, and a 29- 
year veteran of the New York 
Police Department, and Barry 
Bumgarden, representative of 
the security division of the 
Federal Aviation Authority.

“We corrected all the prob- 
lems that were out there that 
we saw in 1989,” Martell said. 
“Our program states we can 
only visit a house one time and 
can only spend $7,000. In 1980, 
she spent $4,400 of the CDBG 
funds. We corrected the prob- 
lems.” 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry offered his support to 
Lopez. 

“I realize your problem,” 
Raspberry said. “But you can’t 
go back 10 years and fix some- 
thing. I agree it’s a botch job. ” 

McAnally said she offered 
her advice to Lopez a while 
back on what kind of roof to 
choose. 

“I recommended to her to 
have a membrane roof,” McA- 
nally said. “It was a little more 
money, but she didn't want to 
pay because it exceeded the 
grant amount. The other thing 
is we let her pick the contractor 
for the job. She picked the man 
to do the work. We normally 
don’t do that." 


Pollick outlined the history 
repairs completed at Lopez 
home by a letter to the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

“In the spring of 1986, Mrs. 
Lopez received additional 
housing assistance,” Pollick 
said. “Following careful inves- 
tigation, the city determined 
the requested repairs were 
beyond the liability of the ori- 
ginal contract. In an effort to 
address this situation, howev- 
er, the city offered on two occa- 
sions to perform additional re- 
pairs through their current de- 
ferred loan program. The 
homeowner rejected any such 
assistance at that time.” 

In 1989, Lopez returned to the 
city asking for home repair 
assistance, according to Pol- 
lick. After a thorough re- 
examination of the project, the 
city agreed to place the project 
under an emergency status and 
complete a roof replacement in 
spring 1990. 

“Since this program is a de- 
ferred interest-free loan with a 
$3,000 funding limit, the 
homeowner is responsible for 
providing any balance of funds 
necessary to complete the re- 
pair,” Pollick said. 


In May, the city formally bid 
out the roof replacement of the 
home. Five licensed contrac- 
tors responded and the second 
lowest bidder was selected by 
Lopez. Uni-Prise Inc. bid a 
proposal of $4,771. 

“The homeowner, in an 
effort to lower the overall cost, 
negotiated with each of the con- 
tractors and managed to lower 
the Uni-Prise bid to the amount 
of $3,700,” Pollick said. “The 
price, however, included sub- 
stitution of shingles over the 
front dormer and the deletion 
of repairs on the rear porch 
roof.” 

Lopez and the city agreed to 
the repairs and authorized the 
work order on June 15, 1990. 
The Rehabilitation Program 
had reserved $3,000, while the 
homeowner provided the re- 
maining balance of $700. 

The project was finally com- 
pleted Aug. 2, 1990. Lopez said 
she wants a reimbursement for 
all the work done since 1980. 

“I feel I have had an injustice 
done,” Lopez said. 

No action was taken by coun- 
cilmembers. It was suggested 
by the council and McAnally 
that Lopez try and render the 
situation on her own.

ings. For example, the noise 
problem and how will the ex- 
pansion of the airport affect the 
city and the problem of the resi- 
dents getting the proper equity 
for their property due to the ex- 
pansion.” 


Other city problems include 
not keeping Romulus roads in 
shape and more county incen- 
tives for residents who sur- 
round the airport, according to 
Raspberry. 

“I like to listen to the prob- 
lems of the people.’ Raspberry 
said "The fact that i served 32 
years in city and township gov- 
ernment gives me leverage on 
the problems that cities and 


townships are affected by. 

"If elected, I plan to periodi- 
cally attend various council 
and board meetings in the com- 
munities with advice for the 
communities as to what the 
county shall and would do for 
them.” 

Raspberry said his cam- 
paign will be clean and honest 
and will be based on issues, not 
personalities.

If and when you decide to buy 
a puppy, make certain this is 
exactly what you want to do 
and discuss that decision with 
the entire family. Bringing a 
dog into the home is wonderful 
and I encourage that move 100 
percent, but if you are the least 
bit uncertain you're doing the 
right thing, don’t do it at all 
Your gut feeling here should 
not be ignored. 

Many of the calls I receive 
regarding dog behavior are 
from people who, in all hones- 
ty. should never have got that 
dog. Dogs are not always neat. 
They do shed, they do get into 
things, they do go through their 
rebellious chewing phase, they 
do forget they’re housebroken 
(still another story), they do 
spill food on the floor and run 
off with the teen-ager’s favo- 
rite Nikes. Dog’s need - no, de- 
mand - attention from the 
family. They’re not always 
selective, anyone will do. Sche- 
dules have to be changed or at 
least rearranged with a puppy 
in the house. It can’t be left 
“forever” without some com- 



panionship and food and water. 

You have to let the dog out- 
side to relieve himself. You 
should be grooming, or at least, 
brushing the dog three to four 
times a week. The dog needs 
periodic visits to the veterina- 
rian for shots or for any ail- 
ments or injuries you notice. In 
the summer, the dog must be 
protected from mosquitoes 
while outside. (Of course, 
Heartworm preventative 
medicine is a must.) You really 
have to watch your pet all the 
time to see that he is as safe and 
protected as you would want 
your children to be. Yes, I did 
say your children. After all, the

The grass isn’t 
really greener 

Canton Township, it appears, has some rather uncoopera- 
tive neighbors. 

Officials in the Township of Plymouth are making a well- 
publicized bid to purchase the privately-owned Mettetal Air- 
port located in Canton following the decision of the Canton 
Township Board of Trustees not to seek municipal own- 
ership of the facility. 

Plymouth officials are now looking to the airport as a 
revenue source for their city coffers and are taking steps to 
join with the city of Plymouth in an operational agreement 
for Mettetal. If there was hope for enhanced profitability of 
the airport and if it could, in fact, become a profit center, we 
wonder at the reasons Canton did not seek to purchase the 
land and buildings. Why, after long and arduous study and 
evaluation did these elected officials not seek to own and 
manage this airport tucked into their jurisdiction? 

We believe it was because they sought the counsel and 
advice of both professional and private financial experts and 
listened to the concerns of the residents they were elected to 
represent. While there were several local advocates of 
township ownership of the airport who made cogent and 
logical arguments for their case, in the end, after all the 
sound and fury, the Canton Board of Trustees made a deci- 
sion based on the best information available. They decided it 
would better serve and benefit the residents of Canton to 
leave the airport in private hands. 

Now officials in Plymouth have decided that the promise 
of financial gain and “convenience” for their constituents 
outweighs the decision made by their neighboring elected 
officials. They have, in fact, decided that the welfare and 
best use of this facility is to benefit them, no matter the cost 
to Canton. 

While the two townships have worked in harmony on many 
other projects and long been good neighbors, this situation 
has caused a great deal of disharmony and ill will on both 
sides. Canton officials have expressed their disapproval of 
the possibility that Plymouth will be making decisions and 
managing a large section of Canton property. They felt that 
left in private hands, the airport area could eventually pro- 
vide development and a higher tax base for them-rather 
than a convenience and profit center for another com- 
munity. 

Sour grapes? No, we don’t think so. We agree that Ply- 
mouth officials probably have every legal right to pursue 
this project, although those seeking to recall them from 
office may disagree with us. We do feel, however, that it is 
somewhat less than proper or civil for one municipality to pit 
itself in such direct opposition to another for financial goals. 

Plymouth officials apparently feel that they can do what 
the best advice available told Canton officeholders they 
couldn’t-that is manage the airport in a profitable and safe 
manner. 

We wonder at such arrogance. 


The future looks dim 

Once again, the Wayne-Westland Community School District 
has fallen victim to cuts in services and supplies to students. 

These latest efforts at providing a balanced budget will result 
in the actual loss of school bus services to children along with 
severely restricted classes and educational opportunities. 

The education process in the Wayne-Westland area will be 
effectively crippled by these latest service reductions. Mem- 
bers of the board of education and the superintendent of schools 
have expressed their extreme dismay at the peril to the educa- 
tion of children these actions will cause. 

The solution, obviously, is in the budget. There must be 
money to educate children properly. Twice the voters in the 
Wayne-Westland district have refused to approve the millage 
increase necessary to continue services for their children. 

We urge those negative voters to re-think their objections. 
Even in these desperate economic times, we must preserve our 
children’s education.

ject was dropped. 

As to the jobs issue, it seems 
that jobs are even now available 
in the new industrial and ser- 
vice facilities that the city has 
successfully attracted in the 
last several years.

We, the parents of Hawthorn 
Center for emotionally dis- 
turbed and mentally handicap- 
ped children, are very con- 
cerned of what is going to hap- 
pen to our children if these 
budget cuts are implemented. 

The State of Michigan wants 
to cut out programs for the 
Emotionally and Mentally 
Handicapped Children, which 
will include cutting out our Day 
School Programs and Early In- 
tervention Programs. This 
means our Day School kids will 
be put back into their commun- 
ity school districts, which our 
community school districts are 
not equipped to handle, because 
of our children’s special needs. 

What will happen to our chil- 
dren if these budget cuts hap- 
pen? Where will our children 
go? These are some of the ques- 
tions us parents have to fear 
about. 

A lot of parents feel that we 
will have no where to go to get 
help for our children. We feel 
that our children may end up on 
the streets with drug usage or 
maybe in prison later in their 
lives. With the budget cuts as 
they stand now, many Drug Re- 
habilitation units and prisons 
are also being cut. We believe 
Early Intervention with our 
children who’s lives have be- 
come unmanageable is the only 
way to keep them from destruc- 
tive destiny. 

I have a 7-year-old daughter 


who attends Hawthorn Center 
on impatient care. I also attend 
meetings with the Social Work- 
er and family meetings. Since 
we have been getting help from 
the Hawthorn Center, I have 
seen some improvement fo£ 
both of us. I don’t know whei 
my daughter or myself would 
now if it wasn’t for the doctor; 
therapists, social workers. My 
main concern is we will need 
these programs following the 
impatient care, and they will 
not be available for us. 

If they close these programs 
then maybe eventually they will 
want to close out the impatiei\f 
care. I don’t know what I will do 
then, and I’m not only speaking 
for myself, but for a lot of other 
concerned parents I have talked 
with from the Hawthorn Center, 
Lafayette Clinic, Yorkwoods 
Center and Engstrim Center. 

It really upsets us parents. We 
are all trying hard to get help for 
our children and ourselves. If 
these budget cuts are not re- 
evaluated, what kind of future 
can we expect from our chil- 
dren.

Patriotism, too, has rules 


Patriotic displays to honor 
the troops in Operation Desert 
Storm are appearing in homes 
and businesses throughout 
western Wayne County. 

Along with yellow bows and 
tri-colored ribbons, area resi- 
dents are also displaying the 
American flag in increasing 
numbers. As a result, many 
first-time flag owners have 
been posing questions about 
the proper way to fly and hang 
the American flag. 

Laws related to the patriotic 
customs and observances of 
the flag are found in the United 
States Code, Title 4, Chapter 10, 
which states, “It is the univer- 
sal custom to display the flag 
only from sunrise to sunset on 
buildings and on stationary 
flagstaffs in the open. Howev- 
er, when a patriotic effect is de- 
sired. the flag may be display- 
ed 24 hours a day if properly 
illuminated during the hours of 
darkness.” 

Some questions have arisen 
in local communities about the 
propriety of displaying the 
American flag at night. 
According to the U.S. code, the 


24-hour flag display is per- 
missible only if the flag is prop- 
erly illuminated at night. 

In the booklet, Our Flag, 
printed by the 100th Congress, 
the following rules are listed: 

• The flag should be hoisted 
briskly and lowered cere- 
moniously. 

• The flag should not be dis- 
played on days when the weath- 
er is inclement, except when an 
all-weather flag is displayed. 

• The flag should be display- 
ed daily on or near the main 
administration building of ev- 
ery public institution. 

• The flag should be display- 
ed in or near every polling 
place on election days. 

• The flag should be display- 
ed during school days in or near 
every schoolhouse. 

Although it is appropriate to 
display the American flag ev- 
ery day, it should be displayed 
especially on New Year’s Day, 
Inauguration Day (Jan. 20), 
Lincoln’s Birthday, Washing- 
ton’s Birthday, Easter Sunday, 
Mother’s Day, Armed Forces 
Day. Memorial Day, Flag Day, 
Independence Day, Labor Day, 


Constitution Day (Sept. 17), Col- 
umbus Day, Navy Day (Oct. 
27), Veterans Day. Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, Christmas and such 
other days as may be proc- 
laimed by the president. 

When carried in a procession 
with another flag or flags, the 
American flag should be either 
on the marching right or in 
front of the center. It should not 
be displayed on a parade float 
except from a staff. 

The American flag should be 
at the center and at the highest 
point of the group when a num- 
ber of flags of states or pen- 
nants are displayed. When dis- 
played either horizontally or 
vertically against a wall, the 
blue field should be uppermost 
and to the right of the flag, 
which would be to the obser- 
ver’s left. When displayed in a 
window, the flag should be dis- 
played in the same way. 

The U.S. code guidelines 
state the flag should never be 
displayed with union down, ex- 
cept as a distress signal and it 
should never touch anything 
beneath it, such as the ground 
or water.

State-ranked Belleville and 
undefeated Steven Davis will 
lead local wrestlers to the Class 
A state regional individual 
championships Saturday at 
Plymouth High School. 

Davis, who wrestled at 130 
pounds during the regular sea- 
son, trimmed five pounds for 
the districts to compete at 125. 
He pinned three of his four dis- 
trict opponents and won the 
gold with a 17-1 victory over a 
fifth-ranked Temperance Bed- 
ford opponent. 

Davis has compiled an unble- 
mished 43-0 record for the 1990- 
91 campaign. He will probably 
carry the onus of top seed at the 


Salem regional. The regional 
will begin at 10 a.m. 

Davis was one of five Belle- 
ville grapplers who qualified 
for the regional. Wrestlers 
must finish no lower than 
fourth in order to qualify for the 
regional. 

Belleville also will be repre- 
sented by heavyweight Jim 
Howe, who finished second at 
the district. Mike Komaromi, a 
160 pounder, was third, Billy 
Yuhas, a 135 pounder, was 
third and Fred Garcia, a 140 
pounder, placed fourth at the 
district. 

“I was pleased at the way our 
kids wrestled,” said Malecek, 
whose team also captured the 
district and conference titles 
this year. “I would have felt 


better if we could have qual- 
ified a couple of more kids. But 
that’s competition for you.” 

Romulus, also a Class A dis- 
trict champion, will be repre- 
sented by two of its wrestlers at 
the Salem regional. Coach 
Norm Butler will have 112- 
pounder Dale Gehringer and 


119-pounder Mike Scully on the 
mats. 

Gehringer lost to Temper- 
ance Bedford wrestler Loui 
Tibi, 8-4, to finish with the sil- 
ver medal. 

However, Scully lost a con- 
troversial 6-5 decision in the 
finals to Bedford grappler Fred 
Schumacher, who narrowly 


missed a takedown in the clos- 
ing seconds. 

“It appeared that Mike had 
the takedown, but was not 
awarded it,” Butler said. 
“Obviously, the two points 
would have made the differ- 
ence.” 

The fans also apparently be- 
lieved Scully had the take- 
down. They jeered at the re- 
feree. 

In the meantime, Romulus 
and Belleville went their sepa- 
rate ways Tuesday night in 
search of regional team 
crowns. Romulus had the 
rougher road. If the Eagles sur- 
vive Southgate Anderson in the 
preliminary bout, they would 
face the winner of the Redford 
Catholic Central and Temper- 


ance Bedford match. Bedford, 
the defending Class A state 
champ, is a favorite to repeat, 
while Catholic Central has 
been ranked as high as second 
in the state polls. 

Belleville has an excellent 
shot at the regional title if the 
Tigers can get past Brighton in 
the first round. The winners 
meet the survivor of the Novi- 
Livonia Franklin meet in the 
finals. 

Belleville, which finished 
runner-up in the state a year 
ago, may get its rematch with 
the Bedford Mules. The state 
individual championships will 
be staged Feb. 22-23, while the 
state team championships are 
March 1-2 in Kellogg Center, 
Grand Rapids.
